. And so, week to week, Upland city officials and civic 
leaders in Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda study 
ways and means of maintaining highest possible regulations. 
From what we hear, hundreds of new houses and many busi- 
fess buildings will be erected within our midst during the 
next few years. 


Take a look at Orange county or at the West Covina . 


area; then picture what is going to be occuring “North of 
fhe Freeway” soon. 

California is a great agricultural state. In our rush to be- 
come the most populous state in the nation however, are we 
losing one of our greatest natural resources? In the state as 
x whole, 400,000 acres have been subdivided into 22,000 
separate tracts on which more than one and a half million 
new homes have been built. Of course, the state. is big, con- 
taining more than 14,000,000 acres of cultivated land. 

One is moved to ask: “When will the residential develop- 
ment stop?” 

The answer to that is when the demand stops — and we 
doubt if California’s climate will ever lose its Seped to the 
millions in the east and mid-west. 

Each subdivision that springs up in this area creates 
“Zones of influence” around it. Others come. The new 
people demand new services. They increase the value of 
adjoining citrus land, creating pressures to withdraw the 
groves and transfer them into additional: home sites. In 
3ome areas, citrus growers may wish to continue, but for 
various reasons, find it easier and perhaps more profitable 
to accept the bidding of subdividers. 

And so, we are going to have subdivisions for years to 
come. The local trend is for higher_restrictions. Only a few 
months ago, some of the most outspoken critics against high 
residential restrictions are today in favor of reasonably large 
lots for each home site. 

This area is changing. We must accept that fact — 
and plan for the finest possible community.

The following editorial is reprinted from the Morgan- 
town, West Virginia Post: 

“The Tennessee Legislature made an oppropriation of 
$50.000 the other day which should be of interest to the 
residents of every state in the union. This $50,000, to put it 
bluntly, is to be used for lobbying on behalf of the Tennessee 
Valley authority — and more particularly to get the maximum 
federal benefits for the TVA territory. 

“It would be equally proper. we suppose, for the legis- 
lature of other states to make similar appropriations to be 
used for lobbying activity to prevent their being put to any 
further disadvantage to the TVA states through federal sub- 
sidization of industry in those. states. 

“During the ‘30s, when the Federal Government was en- 
gaged in a federal relief program of what was then regard- 
ed as astronomical proportions, it was not uncommon for the 
governors of the states to maintain either full time or part time. 
representatives in Washington, charged with responsibility 
of getting the maximum share from the distribution of this 
federal largesse. Without bearing the name, these represen- 
tatives were a sort of state ambassador to Washington.
